DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2, 7-22, 24 and 29-44 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record, 
taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or render obvious, a system and a 
method for optimizing cleaning of a probe card including: wherein if the re-probe 
produces a pass result, the tester module is further arranged to assess whether the 
maximum number of dies per clean has been exceeded, in combination with all the 
limitations of claims 7 or 29. 

Claims 2, 8-22, 24 and 30-44 depending from claims 7 or 29 are objected for the 
same reason.
